Council Plans Environmental 


Challenges to USDA Building

At its January 13 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council determined its next steps 
in response to the construction of 
the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture (USDA) headquarters com- 
plex on Sunnyside Avenue, up- 
graded the Arts Advisory Com- 
mittee to a city board, approved 
establishment of a new rank for 
city police officers, and approved 
the transfer of the city’s cable 
television franchise. 

USDA Headquarters 

During a January 8 
worksession with members of 
several environmental groups, 
council developed several pos- 
sible actions regarding the USDA 
headquarters complex being con- 
structed on Sunnyside Avenue. 
At the January 13 council meet- 
ing, council formally directed 
staff to take action upon all of 
them. 

The activities to be undertaken 
are: 1) investigate filing a “friend 
of the court” brief to the Sierra 
Club suit versus the state and 
federal governments; 2) logk into 


~making the Beltsville'Agnicuitural 


Research Center an historic site; 
3) prepare a videotape on the 
traffic impacts of the ‘proposed 
Intercounty Connector; 4) stress 
the issues of wetlands preserva- 
tion and enlist the Anacostia Wa- 
tershed Society in “coalition 
building;” 5) become members of 
the Inter-County Coalition; 6) re- 
visit the use of media, such as 


the Washington Times and na- 
tional news organizations, to pub- 
licize council’s opposition to the 
headquarters complex; and 7) 
contact the Green Scissors organi- 
zations to see if they would 
lobby to cut funding for the 
project. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
noted that many Greenbelt resi- 
dents are in favor of the Inter- 
county Connector, because of 
their commutes, She suggested 
that the videotape be shown to 
city groups as well, to show the 


side “that people don’t hear.” 


Cable Franchise Transfer 
Council 


unanimously ap-_ 


proved, under suspension of the 
rules, a resolution consenting to 
the transfer of the city’s-cable 
franchise to Jones Communica- 
tions, which is purchasing Mary- 
land Cable Partners, the current 
franchise holder. A half-million 
dollar reserve will be established 
to settle the various jurisdictions’ 
claims of contract noncompliance. 
Greenbelt’s share of that reserve 
is roughly $21,000, according to 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin. He said that the 
funds would be ‘put towards the 
modulators needed to establish an 
“institutional network” connecting

FOGL's Postcard-Writing 
Campaign Starts Saturday 


By Eileen Peterson 

Beginning this Saturday, Jan. 
18, and continuing every Satur- 
day through February, Friends of 
the Greenbelt Library (FOGL) are 
coordinating a postcard-writing 
campaign at a special table in 
Greenbelt library from 11 a.m. to 
4 p.m. on behalf of full funding 
for the county library system’s 
budget. 

The reduction in the proposed 
library budget is expected to be 
$1.6 million, or 10.32%. The 
supplement of $2 million re- 
ceived from the governor for 
each of the past two years is not 
expected this year. 

Impact in Greenbelt 

Under the proposed budget, 
Greenbelt’s hours will drop from 
54 hours a week to a 40-hour, 
single shift schedule.. The branch 
will be open five instead of six 
days a week, and will be open 


only two nights a week instead of 


three. Closing time those evenings 
will drop from 9 p.m. to 8 p.m. 
County Budget 
The proposed budget can be 
changed if the County Council 
and the County Executive decide 
to give the library system more 


funds. 

FOGL will have postcards at 
the table (to be sent to the 
County Council) so patrons can 
express in their own words how 
the library is important in their 
lives; specifically, how .essential 
are full hours of operations and 
certain services. 

If it is necessary to accept a 
budget with this magnitude of 
cuts, there will be across-the- 
board cuts of personnel, hours 
and materials (books, magazines 


and business services) and main-- 


tenance and utility costs. 
Greenbelt library is now closed 
on Sunday, but Sunday hours 
may have to be eliminated at 
New Carrollton and Laurel, our 
close neighbors. 

This postcard campaign by 
FOGL is under the umbrella of 
the Friends of Prince George’s 
County Libraries, a countywide 
group officially formed a year 
ago this month with Greenbelt’s 
Barbara Simon as its president. 

“A loss to one library is a loss 
to all,’ Simon stresses, “since this 
is a county system which has 
special strengths in various of its 
19 branches which are not avail- 


able in others. The people-power 
in previous library campaigns has 
been our unity as a countywide 
system.”

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For Traffic Calming? 


After digesting the December 
16 council hearing on the 
Northway Bumps, the following 
points crystallized in my mind: 

1. The new “art” of install- 
ing traffic calming devices is 
cropping up everywhere in the 
world where increased traffic 
leads to safety hazards. It is a 
relatively new, developing, 
art,” still learning from its 
various applications. 

2. One of the learning expe- 
riences has been that, whatever 
type of device is being used, it 
not only “calms” traffic, but 
also changes the flow of traffic. 
This poses the challenge for the 
planners to find the optimal 
configuration resulting in the 
safest environment combined 
with the most efficient traffic 
flow. 

3... Streets. are for cars, 
walkways are for pedestrians. I 
have in my hands a 40-year-old 
map of this development, show- 
ing the local interior walkway 
system with a complete set of 
access roads. However, this 
paper design has never been 
completely implemented. I 
hope that the Greenbelt Task 
force which studies traffic 
calming devices will include 
the interior walkway system. 
Both influence traffic safety. 

4. Unfortunately, the above 
issues have been burdened by 
the problem of the very acrimo- 
nious, obviously deeply felt, 
“them vs. us” attitude present

in part of the council hearing — 


audience. This attitude is not 
only counter-productive but it is 
the antithesis of the co-opera- 
tive spirit Greenbelt is so well 
known for. 

What can be done? I don’t 
have an easy answer, but I do 
have a suggestion. I have been 
reading occasionally in the 
News Review about a new ap- 
proach, called conflict resolu- 
tion. Might it be possible for 
either the city or some impar- 
tial citizens or use this ap- 
proach in a concerted, co-opera- 
tive effort to “calm the traffic’’? 
Just a thought - maybe some- 
body else can carry it further.

Refunds Possible 


| Maryland Attorney General 
_J. Joseph Curran Jr. has an- 
nounced that his Consumer Pro- 
‘tection Division and American 
Express are working together to 


provide refunds to certain 
“Maryland residents who pur- 


‘chased travel packages from 
‘Platinum Travel, Inc. 

— In 1994, Curran’s office 
reached a settlement with 
Platinum Travel and two of 
its directors that resulted in 
partial refunds being paid to 
some consumers who were 
victims of Platinum Travel, 
Inc. In addition, American 
‘Express sent letters on No- 
vember 27 to its Maryland 
cardholders who charged their 
Platinum Travel club member- 
‘ships notifying them that they 
may be eligible for refunds on 
their accounts. 

Cardmembers seeking a re- 
fund should complete the 
forms and return them to 
American Express by January 
27, 1997. Cardmembers with 
questions can call Curran’s 
office at 410-576-6556 or 
American Express at 1-800- 
297-6198. 


As part of the settlement in 


1994 between Platinum and 
the Maryland Attorney 
General’s Consumer Protec- 
tion Division, Platinum agreed 
to stop doing business in the 
State and to establish .a resti- 
tution fund for consumers.

Break Complaints _ 
Attorney General J. Joseph 
Curran, Jr.’s Consumer Protec- 
tion Division has charged a 
Fort Lauderdale company with 
violating Maryland law by mis- 
leading consumers with offers 
of “free” vacations that are not 
really free. : 
While Vacation Break, USA, 
sends Maryland consumers of- 
fers of free vacations, the com- 
pany actually intends to sell va- 
cation vouchers to consumers, 
according to the statement of 
charges. When consumers try to 
use the vouchers they have pur- 
chased, they -are asked to sit 
through a sales presentation for 
a time-share. Under Maryland 
law, it is illegal to make a con- 
sumer pay money or endure a 


sales pitch in order to receive a ~ 


prize. 

Vacation Break’s packages 
often contain a “Certificate of 
Notification,” including the 
consumer’s name, which looks 
like an. official document. The 
documents contain statements 
like, “Pack your Bags! You are 
confirmed to receive a World 
Class Florida/Caribbean Vaca- 
tion Package Promotion includ- 
ing all accommodations and a 
Round-trip Cruise!” The cer- 
tificate also lists an 800-number 
for consumers to call to claim 
their trip.

offers and to make the com- 
pany refund- money consumers 
paid.

Final Election Results

As promised, the News Re- 
view is publishing the official 
election results for the Novem- 
ber election.

Clinton/Gore to have won in 
Greenbelt by a slightly lower 
margin, garnering 71 percent of 
the vote.

The Prince George’s County 
House Delegation held a public 
hearing at Prince George’s 
Community College on January 
7 for several bills that have 
been, as follows: 

MC/PG 2-97, sponsored by 
Delegate Exum: District of Co- 
lumbia Water and Sewer -Au- 
thority - Bi-county Appointment 
Process. Requires the county 
executive of Montgomery 
County and Prince George's 
County to request from the leg- 
islative delegation a list of 
nominees for the Board of Di- 
rectors of the District of Co- 
lumbia Water and Sewer Au- 
thority, and then choose from 
the list or subsequent lists. 

PG 315-97, sponsored by 
Delegation Chair, on behalf of 
the County Council: Alcoholic 
Beverages - Task-Force. Estab- 
lishes a Task Force to study the 
County Alcoholic Beverages 
Laws; provides for the organi- 
zation and termination of the 
Task Force; requires the Task 
Force to submit a report to all 
branches of the county govern- 
ment, 

PG 324-97, sponsored by 
Senator Green and Delegate 
Hubbard: Weapons-Free School 
Zone. Prohibit certain weapons 
on or near school grounds or 
on a school vehicle under cer- 
tain circumstances and imposes 
penalties. 

PG 325-97, sponsored by 
Delegation Chairman: Gaming 
Machines -Operation by Non- 
profit Organizations.

Arts Advisory Board 

Despite some frictions 
among the councilmembers, a 
resolution converting the Arts 
Advisory Committee to the Arts 
Advisory Board was unani- 
mously approved by council. 
At a November worksession, 
Committee Chair Barbara 
Simon said that the change was 
needed to recognize the impor- 
tance of the arts and the role of 
the committee and clarify that 
it is not a subgroup of the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board. 
In addition, Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts recalfed, the 
committee felt the move would 


provide a greater sense of per- - 


manence, 

While stressing that he did 
not object to this change, 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
argued that the city should de- 
velop a policy for determining 
what groups should be boards 
and which committees. It is 
also unclear what. practical dif- 
ference, as opposed to percep- 
tions, the change will make. 
The city staff (according to the 
minutes of the November 
worksession) and_ several 
councilmembers at the January 
13 meeting, stated that the re- 
quests of boards and commit- 
tees are given equal weight and 
attention. 

Putens then moved that 
‘council not act on any further 
requests from committees to be 
converted to boards until a 
policy on the criteria for boards 
vs. committees is developed. 
This motion was approved on a 
4-1..vote with Councilmember 


_ Thomas White opposed. 


During the discussion on the 
>committee’s request, Bram ex- 
‘pressed “concern” as to whether 

committees might request con- 
version to boards in order to 
gain political power. She said

“ing that “malign” is an inappro- 
priate word to use to another 
councilmember and stressed 
that she “would not do anything 
to malign” members of city ad- 
visory groups. 
| Police Issues 
Council unanimously ap- 
proved establishment of. the 
rank of “Master Police Officer 
(MPO),” with pay between that 
of a private first class (PFC) 
and a corporal. At least until 
the city’s job classification sys- 


tem is revised this rank will not — 


constitute a “grade.” As a re- 
sult, both PFCs and MPOs will 
be eligible to apply for any cor- 
poral vacancies that may occur. 
This position was requested by 
the Greenbelt Fraternal Order 
of Police (FOP) to provide ad- 











ditional responsibilities and pay 
for experienced officers. The 
rank will not be available to of- 
ficers until council receives and 
formally accepts job descrip- 
tions for the position in the 
various police units. 

At an October worksession, 
the councilmembers agreed to 
the establishment of eight MPO 
positions and directed the staff 
to work with the FOP to de- 
velop job descriptions. for the 
position. In his memorandum 
establishing the “parameters” 
for the program, Police Chief 
James Craze noted that 29 of 
the city’s 48 police officers are 
either officers or PFCs who 
have relatively little opportunity 
for advancement. He reported 
that other, unspecified jurisdic- 
tions with similar “predica- 
ments” have established the 
MPO rank. 

At the January 13 meeting, 
no job description was pre- 
sented. McLaughlin said that 
because the position would not 
correspond to a city grade, a 
“job description” would be in- 
appropriate. However, faced 
with the councilmembers’ insis- 
tence, with Putens raising the 
strongest concerns that clear re- 
sponsibilities and selection cri- 
teria should be established, 
McLaughlin agreed that a “po- 
sition description” could be 
provided. 

As part of the consent 
agenda, council approved with- 
out discussion the leave pool 
requested by the FOP. Under 
this program all sworn officers 
will contribute four hours of 


annual leave to a pool for offic- 


ers to use on FOP business. 
Greenbelt New Year 
Council received “honorary 
volunteer” tee-shirts from Larry 
Hilliard, whom Mayor 
Antoinette Bram identified as 
an “instigator — he instigated 
the first Greenbelt New Year” 
celebration which “only 700” 
people attended. Hilliard noted 
that the event had made a small 
profit this year, providing a 
small operating fund for the 
1997 celebration.

Council unanimously ap- 
proved spending $5,000 to in- 
stall a batting cage between the 
fences of Braden Fields 1 and 
2. The cage will be for the 
use of the various city youth 
teams. 

At the suggestion of Mayor 
Bram, council directed the city 
staff to purchase several each 
of the miniature police car be- 
ing sold by the Police Depart- 
ment, the Greenbelt Game be- 
ing sold by the Lions Club, and 
the replica statue being sold by 
the Friends of the Greenbelt 
Museum for gifts and recogni- 
tion items.

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Memorial to Women 
Vets Being Built 


A memorial to women veter- 
ans is now under construction 
at the entrance to Arlington 
Cemetery. Approximately 2 
million women have served in 
America’s armed forces. The 
33,000 square foot memorial is 
being constructed by the 
Women in Military Service for 
America Foundation (WIMSA). 
According to James Weiskopf, 
director of development and 
public affairs for the founda- 
tion, the formal dedication of 
the memorial is planned for 
October 18, 1997. 

The foundation is still in 
need of funds to pay for the 
memorial, estimated to cost 
$21.5 million. Its construction 
has been financed with a line 
of credit from NationsBank. 
By its opening, WIMSA needs 
to raise $5 million. Although 
the foundation has found 
fundraising to be tough in an 
economy where donated dollars 
are eagerly pursued by a wide 
range of charities, the founda- 
tion decided to proceed at the 
urging of World War II veter- 
ans. According to-Retired Air 
Force Brigadier General Wilma 
Vaught, president of WIMSA, a 
lot of these women veterans 
found their service during that 
war to be a defining moment in 
their lives and the most exciting 
thing to happen to them. 

Besides a marble monument, 
the memorial will include a re- 
flecting pool, a 196-seat theater 
and an educational center. Pic- 
tures and memorabilia of women 
soldiers will be housed in the 
education center.

Go Ahead 


And Laugh, It’s Paid For 


by Colette Zanin 

Question: How many 
Greenbelters does it take to 
screw in a lightbulb? 

Answer: 14. Five to form a 
committee, three to sell t-shirts, 
two to put up a plaque, three to 
give speeches and one to do 
the work. 

Greenbelt has never been ex- 
actly shy about self-promotion. 
But a play, well, that gave one 
pause. Would it be too self- 
congratulatory? Worse, would 
it be boring? The answers, 
happily, are no and definitely 
not. 

“Maryland Special Project 
#1: The Greenbelt Story,” writ- 
ten and directed by Daniel Ray 
Young and produced by Gene 
Duarte, is a witty, ultimately 
touching sonnet’ saluting 
Greenbelt’s origins. It doesn’t 
pretend that there haven’t been 
problems or that our humble 
town is without flaws. Yet 
Young’s play makes these as- 
sertions largely through good- 
natured ribbing, laughing with 
us, not at us. Young has taken 
on a sacred cow, but never re- 
sorts to either ridicule or syco- 
phantic reverence. 

The History 

The play emphasizes 
Greenbelt’s beginnings and 
early years, putting our green 
town Into historical perspective. 
Using music, slides and Station- 
ary actors, a largely oral his- 
tory is presented. Part of 
FDR's New Deal, the experi- 
mental City of the Future 
would provide needed employ- 
ment for “transients” via con- 
struction jobs. The govern- 
ment-subsidized housing, how- 
ever, wouldn’t ultimately house 
its builders. No, these folks 
were just a little too low on the

Rather, 
the intent was to pull low-in- 
come, but employed persons out 
of Washington and into a proto- 
type planned community. 

The application process was 


competitive and exacting. 
Planned as an integrated — but 
not too integrated — commu- 


nity, the green town- drew resi- 
dents from across a religious 
spectrum. Four thousand 
people could populate Dr. 
Tugwell’s planned Utopia, an 
affordable dream town with 
rents ranging from $25 to under 
$50 a month. For them, stores, 
recreation, a bathing beach, 
trees, every convenience, and 
no taxes! 

Before day one, 
there was opposition. 


though, 
Who 


would pay for that fancy bath- 


ing beach? Estimates that 
Greenbelt could pay for itself 
in 60 years were deemed laugh- 
able. Prince Georgians believed 
they'd be stuck with a hefty bill 
for a party to which they 
weren't invited. Worse, the sort 
of people (sniff) taking up resi- 
dence in “Tugwell’s Folly” 
were sure to bring property val- 
ues down all around. Rumors 
flew and continued long: after 
construction dust settled. 
Winning a spot in green 
Utopia was cherished, but not 
without personal cost. Rover 
and Puff must stay behind, as 
did any excess relatives. And 
then there were the rules. No 
laundry on clothes lines after 4 


p.m. No shorts worn in the 
Center. No indoor heat before 
7 a.m, 


Word of restrictions only fed 
grist into the rumor mill sur- 
rounding Tugwell Town. Still, 
for several years tourists poured 
into Greenbelt, peering into its 
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windows and wondering at its 
innovations. Greenbelters could 
not help knowing they were 
part of something very special, 
something larger than them- 
selves. So they met, they 
joined, and they chaired, be- 
coming not just a town, but a 
community. The green experi- 
ment became home. It was as 
an intrusion, then, that residents 
saw newer Defense Homes built 
to house local soldiers and 
families during the war. It was 
assumed that these buildings, 
thought of as shoddily con- 
structed “slum houses,” would 
be demolished at war’s end. 
Perhaps you live in one of them 
today. 

Intended as a precursor to 
many more, Tugwell’s green 
town experiment was repeated 
only twice. The day came 
when Uncle Sam decided to ab- 
dicate surrogate parentage and 
unload his unwieldy baby. 
Greenbelt would be sold. Emo- 
tions ran high and a town 
found itself divided. Not ev- 
eryone was pleased with result- 
ant outcomes. Many families 
found themselves evicted. The 
Great Experiment was over, and 
guess what? Sam now wanted 
his taxes paid. 

In order to pay taxes, selling 
land was unavoidable, albeit 
with certain promises extracted 
limiting future development. 
Straining your eyes isn’t neces- 
sary to see whether those prom- 
ises were kept. Still, 
Greenbelters fought time and 
again to retain some green in 
the belt, as well as control over 
their destiny. Regardless of 
what history may say, locals re- 
main sure that Greenbelt is in- 
deed special. 

Portraying History 
Using theatre-in-the-round, 
“The Greenbelt Story” is re- 
lated through multiple well- 
timed mini-acts. The author 
bases the material on factual 

















events, but utilizes composite 
characters in relating 
Greenbelt’s legacy. A few 
scenes are interactive, but the 
bulk is told very well in solilo- 
quy. These speeches are fre- 
quently accompanied by slides, 
including some amusing recre- 
ations. 

The cast of a dozen give 
fine performances, which is 
crucial to this type of produc- 
tion. Playing multiple charac- 
ters, Tom Smith rages through 
several curmudgeonly portraits, 


while Lou Swerda plays well 


the work-a-day man, -replete 
with Jackie Gleason bravado. 
Judy Holland brings an aura of 
gentility to all her roles and 
Cheryl Schutz shows broad ver- 
satility from brash Mae West- 
type persona to sprightly cub 
scout mother to unassuming 
gentlewoman. Charm is a 
mainstay in Patrick Cadigan’s 
arsenal and Keith Mervine’s 
characters have natural ease. 

Costumes could be improved 
upon, particularly in the main 
ensemble worn by female char- 
acters, which isn’t especially 
flattering to anyone. A few ad- 
ditional “period” props might 
add punch to the show. For 
brevity’s sake, some of the his- 
torical references come across a 
bit vague, more so for anyone 
unfamiliar with the incidents in 
question. Minor complaints, 
though, in an overall fine pro- 
duction.

If a Winter Storm Occurs 
COG Tells What to 





The Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG) 
has published information about 


what area residents can expect 


under various types of weather 
conditions. Readers might wish 
to clip and save this information 
to refer to when a winter storm 
Occurs. 
0-4 Inches of Snow 

Light snow will cause roads 
to be slippery. A winter weather 
advisory will be in effect. Ma- 
jor roads should be salted within 
four hours after the end of a 


storm, if snow fall is less than 


two inches. It takes more than 
two inches for plowing to occur. 
There will be continuous plow- 
ing and salting of major roads 
until bare pavement is reached 
which should be within twelve 
hours of the end of the storm. 

Residential streets should be 
salted and sanded, where needed, 
within 12 hours of the end of a 
storm that deposits less than two 
inches-of snow. If plowing is re- 
quired, it should be completed in 
up to'24 hours after the storm. 

All bus and rail routes should 
have normal operations, but there 
is apt to be a 5 percent reduction 
in Metro parking lot spaces. 

4-8 Inches 

A winter storm warning will 
be in effect and motorists can 
expect some roads to be hazard- 
ous, There will be continuous 
plowing of major roads with the 
through lanes plowed to bare 
pavement within twelve hours af- 
ter the end of the storm. 

Residential street plowing 
should begin within 12 hours af- 
ter a storm ends. Streets should 
be passable up to 24 to 36 hours 
after the end of the storm. COG 
has defineu “passable” as mean- 
ing that the road will be snow- 
packed, there will be only one 


- travel lane plowed, and all- 


weather tires are a must. 

_ Rail transportation (Metrorail 
and MARC) should operate nor- 
mally. Buses may have to detour 
around hilly areas and are apt to 
have delays. Metro parking could 
have 10 percent fewer spaces.. 

8-12 Inches 
A winter storm warning will 
be in effect and roads will be 
hazardous. Major roads will have 


continuous plowing until bare 
pavement is achieved in the travel 
lanes, possibly 24 hours after the 
end of the storm. Plowing of 
residential streets won't begin un- 
til the major roads are cleared. 
Streets should be made passable 
up to 48 hours later. 

Metrorail will run six-car 
trains and delays between trains 
can be expected. Metrobus will 


run on snow routes only, and 


major delays can be expected. 
There will be very limited Metro 
access services with major de- 
lays expected. Parking availabil- 
ity will be reduced by as much 
as 25 percent. MARC will op- 
erate under modified schedules 
with reduced service and delays 
expected. | 
12-18 Inches 

Roads will be hazardous as 
either a winter storm warning or 
a blizzard warning will be in ef- 
fect. Motorists can expect major 
roads to have narrowed or 
blocked lanes due to accumula- 
tions once continuous plowing 
has opened up the roads to bare 
pavement. That could be 24 to 
36 hours after the storm ends. 
Residential street plowing may 
not begin until 36 to 48 hours 
after the storm ends, and one 
passable lane for a street may 
not be opened up until two or 
three days later. Motorists can 
expect to drive on snow-packed 
roads. 

There will be only six-car 
trains on Metrorail and users can 
expect major delays between 
trains. Metrobus and transit 
buses will provide limited ser- 
vice on snow routes with major 
delays expected. Metro access 
service will be very limited and 
major delays can be expected. 
Parking lots will have 40 percent 
fewer spaces. Other rail service 
will operate on modified sched- 
ules with reduced service and 
major delays. 

18-24 Inches 
- Take cover and stay there as 
a blizzard warning will be in ef- 
fect and the roads will be treach- 
erous. It could take up to two 
days after a storm ends for ma- 
jor roads to have travel lanes 
plowed to bare pavement. 
Heavy accumulations may cause 
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lanes to be narrowed or blocked. 
Residential street plowing will 
begin 48 hours after the storm 
ends and it could be up to four 
days later before “one lane on 
these streets will be made pass- 
able, but with a snow-packed 
roadway. 

Metrorail will have only lim- 
ited or no. service -above 


ground. Underground service 
“will be limited to underground 


routes in downtown DC: from 
Grosvenor to Union Station on 
the Red Line, from Rosslyn to 
the Stadium on the Blue, from 
Ballston to Stadium-Armory on 
the Orange, from L’Enfant 
Plaza to Mt. Vernon Square/ 
UDC on the Yellow, and from 
U Street to Anacostia on the 
Green. 3 | 

Bus service will be very lim- 
ited, on major routes only and 
with major delays. There will be 
very limited Metro access. ser- 
vice, and if you drive there, mo- 
torists can expect to find 60 per- 
cent fewer spaces. Other rail 
service will be reduced, have 
major delays and operate on 
modified schedules. 

Freezing Rain or Ice 

Roads can be expected to be 
very treacherous as a winter 
weather advisory for freezing 
rains or ice will be in effect. 
There will be continuous salting 
or sanding on major roads until 
conditions improve. Bridges, 
ramps and underpasses freeze 
first and motorists should be alert 
to changes in road structure and 
watch out for black ice, which 
can look just like wet pavement. 
There could be possible traffic 
signal outages and tree limbs in 
the roadway (or even power 
lines). Sanding or salting of 
residential streets can begin up to 
24 hours after a storm ends and 
will be done as‘needed. _ 

Commuters can expect delays 
at Metrorail above ground sta- 
tions (which could also cause de- 
lays at undergftound stations). 
Bus service and Metro access 
should be normal, but severity of 
road conditions.could cause de- 
lays. Motorists can expect 5 per- 
cent fewer spaces at Metro park- 
ing lots. MARC should have 
normal operations.

Smith in a time of 77:01 (2nd 
woman). 

The winner of the 10 mile, 
Ted Poulos, 35, McLean, Va and 
the winner of the 20 mile, Dan 
Holland, 27, Washington, DC, ran 
together throughout the 10 miles 
with Poulos winning in 57:52. 
Holland turned around on this 
out-and-back course to increase 
his large lead over Twas Brilig,

38, Crownsville, MD to 7:29 at 
the finish. But the winning time 
for Holland of 1:57:50 was no- 
where near the record on this 
course of 1:46:46 by Coty 
Pinckney of South Carolina in 
1978. Noteworthy was home- 
town runner Sue Treacy, 33, who 
was the third female in 2:40:03 
in the featured 20 mile. Treacy 
had finished third female in the 
Washington’s Birthday Marathon 
in 3:38:22 in February 1996. 

These distance races pulled 
runners from a wide area, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Florida, Texas, Arkansas and Ger- 
many. There were 97 finishers in 
the 10 mile and 50 in the 20. 

Five Greenbelters finished in 
the 10 mile: with Kevin 
Wilkinson, 42, fifth in 64:24; 
Mike Fratantoni, 26, 24th in 
75:09: Don Comis, 48, 29th in

Maryland low income workers 


‘ without health insurance and their 


families can get a free examina- 
tion as part of a national commu- 
nity service project being con- 
ducted here by the members of 
the Maryland Optometric Asso- 
ciation (MOA). 

“Optometrists across Maryland 
are donating their services to pro- 
vide comprehensive eye exams in 
their offices during March,” re- 
ported Dr. Timothy Madgar, a 
north east Baltimore area optom- 
etrist and Maryland’s chairman of 
the VISION USA project. 

To qualify for the free eye 
care, individuals must meet cer- 
tain requirements. They must be 
working or part of a household 
with one member working; have 
no Medicaid, Medicare, govern- 
ment or private health insurance, 
even if it doesn’t cover eye care; 
have income below an estab- 
lished level based on household 
size; and not have had an eye 
exam within the past two years. 

Most importantly, potential 


beneficiaries of the optometrist’s
